MUSSOLINI WAS

Premier W a s Target as He 
Walked From Capitol— 
No Change iii Plans. 


(United Press) 
Rome, April 7,— Premier M ussolini 
was shot and slightly wounded today 
by a woman who fired at him from a 
crowd, as he was em erging from a 
building in the capital. 
Mussolini had just completed his 
address of welcome to six 


time. 
In February, 1925, she attem pt- 
led to com mit suicide “for the glory of 
j God.”

M ussolini was quickly taken back 
finto the Capitol, where the wound was 
I dressed and he then went 
to 
the 
'foreign office. 
News of the attem pt on the pre­ 
mier ’s life spread thru the city very 
rapidly. 
Almost at once demonstrations of 
rejoicing that the premier had been 
spared were in progress thruout the 
city of 
Rome.

hoisted on the city’s buildings. 
Tho 
children, on thbir own initiative aban­ 
doned their school rooms and began 
parading the streets shouting “Our 
duce is safe.
